AVOCADOS 

I am  experimenting  upon  several  varieties 
but  have  found  none  to  bear  equal  to  some 
seedlings  I have  and  I am  propagating  the 
most  promising. 

I can  speak  a good  word  for  the  Ganter  and 
. Pueblo;  they  seem  to  bear  quite  well. 

My  Tiger'''4s  an  upright  grower;  does  not 
spread  much.  Was  planted  out  of  a box  in 
1916;  in  1918  matured  one  fruit;  in  1919 
matured  18  fruits  and  in  1920  it  has  overdSO.- 

Description  of  Fruit — Form  obovute;  sur- 
face rough,  dark  purple,  skin  thick;  flesh  rich 
yellow  free  from  fiber,  smooth,  buttery,  rich 
nutty  flavor,  very  oily  and  does  not  oxidize 
readily.  Weighs  from  10  to  16  ounces.  If 
there  is  a better  tree  for  the  interior  valleys 
I have  not  seen  it. 

This  fruit  ripens  in  January,  February  and 
Mach.  $5.00  each;  buds  20  for  $1.00. 

^ DEL  ROSA 

Tree  and  fruit  resemble  the  Taft,  excepting 
this  is  very  precocious.  Planted  in  June,  1915.
